LONDON, Saturday, Feb. 8—The 
keenest interest has been aroused in 
the scientific world by the reports 
of .the birth of the atom, which 
were made Thursday night before 
the Chemical Society by Sir William 
Ramsay and Profs. Collie and Patterson, 
as cabled to TH NEw YorK Times. If 
further experiments confirm: this pos- 
sible creation of matter, the spontan- 
eous birth ot an element like helium or 
neon, it isesfundamentally*more impor- 
tant than the spontaneous, birth of 
life. : 

Prof. Smithell’s statement that the 
papers ,were momentous and possessed 
a greater interest than any. hitherto 
brought before the Chemical Society, 
is regarded as especially significant, 
because he is a chemist and a cautious 
one, and it was among thé chemists 
that’ the largest amount of skepticism 
over Sir William Ramsay’s previous 
experiments had been shown. 

Sir William last night made the fol- 
lowing statement to THE NEW YoRK 
TIMES correspondent: 

“For several years I have used half 
a gramme of radium bromide, lent me 
by the Royal Academy of Vienna. With 
that I thought I succeeded-in trans- 
muting copper into lithium, silicon, 
‘titanium and zirconium, and thorium 
int® carbon. More. recently I obtained 
neon from water. Two years ago the

“ Now, radium -contains' an @hormous 
amount of energy .in a concentrated 
form. In order to see whether some 
other source of energy cotild not be 
found to achieve the same results I 
investigated the contents of used X-ray 
bulbs, given me by a medical friend. 
These bulbs were found to contain 
traces of gas helium, the existence of 
which ‘could not be explained. 

* Prof. Collie was simultaneously ex- 
perimenting with home-made X-ray 
bulbs, in which cathode rays were em- 
ployed as the source of energy. 

“Prof. Patterson pursued a_ similar 
course of investigation, but quite in- 
dependently and without knowing of 
Collie’s work. 

“Prof. Collie was very skeptical at 
first, but ultimately they both came to 
the conclusion that if cathode’ rays 
are passed through pure hydrogen gas 
in a certain manner there are present 
n the hydrogen tube considerable 
quantities of neon, one of the rarer ele- 
ments of atmosphere, and by some 
change of conditions the element heli- 
um is substituted for neon. 

- “Tnasmuch as there is certainly no 
helium or neon in the bulbs and as the 
possibility of their entrance from the 
outside air, which contains them, was 
excluded by carefully devised expert!- 
ments, the only conclusion which can 
-be drawn is that these elements are 
‘the product of some action, geing on in 
the bulb. 

Three Possibilities, 

“*Wirst—Hither transmutation of the 
aluminium cathode, or of one of the 
numerous elements present in the glass 
into neon and helium. 

“Second—Or that hydrogen is thus 
converted into both of these gases. 

“Third—Or that electricity itself in

GERMANY ACCEPTS 
BRITISH FLEET RATIO 


Berlin and London Interpret Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz’s Speech as 
Sign of Peace. 


TEN TO 16 THE FORMULA 


Statement of German Progremme in 
Terms of British Naval Strength 
a Triumph for Churchill.

BERLIN, Feb. 7.—Speaking yester- 
day before the Budget Committee, 
which is discussing naval estimates for 
1918, Admiral von Tirpitz, the Naval 
Secretary, informed his hearers, ac- 


| cording to the semi-official Lokalan- 


zeiger, that a ‘sensible agreement” 
between Great Britain and Germany 
with reference to the strength of their 
respective navies would be “ something 
to be welcomed.” 

If he is accurately reported, his dec- 
laration is the first official admission 
from a responsible quarter that Ger- 
many regards an ,agreement of any 
kind with Great Britain within the 
range of practical politics. - 

Von Tirpitz’s statement to-day be- 
fore the Budget Committee regarding 
German and British naval strengths is 
equally remarkable, Referring to the 
statement made in March last by 
Winston Churchill, the First Lord .of 
the British Admiralty, that a propor- 


tion of sixteen British to ten German 
dreadnoughts had been adopted .by 
Great Britain, the Naval Secretary 
said he was convinced that from the 


standpoint of the German Admiralty | 


there need be no misgivings regarding 
the maintenance of such a. standard of 
naval power between the two coun- 
triés. 

Herr’ von Jagow, the new Foreign 
Minister, gave the Budget Committee a 
résumé of the international situation in 
general and of Anglo-German relations 
in particular, but what he said in de- 
tail was not made public. 

The Vossische Zeitung treats: von 
Tirpitz’s statement as a formal an- 
nouncement ‘that an Anglo-German 
naval agreement has actually been 
reached. 

The Neueste Nachrichten, the organ 
of the German Navy League, states 
that Germany is on the verge of “a 
decisive change in her, entire naval 
policy.” It urges Parliament to weigh 
well whether it “would not be better 
to retain ‘“‘ freedom of action.” 

To-day’s deliberations of the Budget 
Committee were surrounded by ex- 
traordinary secrecy. On entering the 
committee room, the members. were 
confronted with a peremptory notice 
reminding them that they were about 
to participate in a highly confidential 
discussion, of which not a_ syllable 
must leak out. They even agreed to 
take no notes. The communiqué, given 
to the press, is understood to have 
come from Herr von Jagow personally. 


NATIONS NEAR’ UNDERSTANDING. 


London Applauds the Notable Ad- 
vance Toward Friendly Relations.

LONDON, Saturday, Feb. 8.—Reports 
which reach here concerning the speech 
before the Reichstag Budget Commit-

Whatever may have been their feel- 
ing while Mr. Rockefeller was eluding 
their process servers, the representatives 
of the money trust inquiry, Chairman 
Arsene P. Pujo and Counsel Samuel Un- 
termyer, came away full of sympathy for 
Mr. Rockefeller. They described his con- 
dition as pitiable, and regretted that-it 
had been necéssary to force him to un- 
dergo the ordeal. 


Cancer of the Throat Admitted. 


Mr. Rockefeller to-night is suffering 
greatly as a’ result of the experience. Dr. 
Walter F. Chappell has been in constant 
attendance, and says that his condition 
is serious. While his ailment is techni- 
cally described as oedema of. the’ throat 
and complications, it was learned to-day 
that. he is in reality a victim of a form 
of throat cancer, with palsy ‘complica- 
tions.

was immediately behind the table. To its 
right was a small stand on which were 
Dr. Chappell’s instruments and a small 
box of piils used by Mr. Rockefeller to 
soothe his throat when threatened with 
spasms. In the room, besides the stenog- 
raphers and secretaries, were Chairman 
Pujo and Mr. Untermyer, representing the 
Federal inquirers, and Messrs..John A. 
Garver of New York and A. J. Cravatt,

Dr. Chappell came in from the other 
room. for a’ conference.

“LAWS FOR OTHER PEOPLE. 
Washington dispatches report the in- 
troduction of a bill by Representative 
BYRNES of..Tennessee exempting farm- 
ers and laborers from the Sherman anti- 
trust law.

SAFETY LAST. 

If there is a “ safety first ’ movement 
in progress on the railways .of the 
United States, it is neither helped nor 
safictioned by the great brotherhoods of 
employés' who have been striking, are 
striking, and will be striking for ‘higher 
pay. That in substance is the state- 
ment of JAMES O. FaGAn, whose letter. 
to THE TIMES appears in another col- 
umn. Mr. FaGAn is a qualified witness. 
He originated this movement when he 
proposed eight years ago to the. man- 
agements of \several railroads that 
‘“‘we, the men in the operating depart- 
“ments, should be invited to band to- 
“gether in a Safety League.” 

But the leaders of the brotherhoods 
of employés had ‘always frowned upon 
and discouraged any such democratic 
relationship between employés and 
managers as such a banding together 
‘would form. That-would entail frank 
and: intimate co-operation with their 
employers. Most happily for the ser- 
vice and for the people, the officials 
and managers of the railroads were not 
discouraged. Despite the antagonism 
of the unions, the safety campaign was 
started, and it.is now being conducted 
on all-sides with vigor and enthusiasm. 
By means of lectures, literature, practi- 


tising, the simple, yet pitiful, story of 
the preventable accident has been pre- 
sented in its true colors not only to 
thousands of individual employés, but 
also in countless homes. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

When it. -was an- 
nounced, @ few months 
ago, by some of the 
world’s most eminent 
physicists, that the 
“‘philosopher’s stone” had been found, at 
least to the extent of changing one “ ele- 
ment” into another, scientific circles. were 
deeply stirred, for it was realized that 
what the very highest authorities long 
and unanimously have accepted and de-' 
clared to be impossible had been accom- 
plished. 

Now members of the same group cf in- 
vestigators proclaim that they have done 
something which may be a duplication of 
the previous achievement, and, on: the 
other' hand, may be something sd much 
more remarkable that even the most hope- 
ful of the old alchemists never «dreamed 
of doing it. ‘‘ Perhaps,” they say ‘in ef- 
fect, and with much cautious emphasis on 
the word, “‘ perhaps we have caused ani 
“‘observed the chang:ng of. pure energy 
‘into matter.” 

That is a perfectly simple statement, 
but its lucid’t decreases rapidly the mo- 
ment one trie« to define what he means, 
or if he means anything, w":en he uses 
the term ‘‘ energy ” in the “ pure” sense— 
without any idea, that is, of a material 
something in motion. Yet it is toward 
that abstraction that the thecries of. sci- 
entists have been moving for some time, 
and for them, jat least, it would not be 
particularly startling if the assumption 
-of an essential difference between matter 
and force were to be attacked anc de- 
stroyed. 

Even that would not involve, as is com- 
monly supposed and often stated, any ad- 
mission as to the fallibility of science. 
No true scientist, when talking carefully, 
ever claimed. any nearer approximation 
to absolute truth than is possessed by ‘a 
hypothesis. which co-ordinates all the 
known facts relevant to it. He is, or 
ought to be, always ready to revise his 
hypothesis or to replace it with another 
when observation proved the existence of 
facts incompatible with it, and he can do’ 
this without either embarrassment or con- 
fusion. 

The scientific right’ of to-day ma be 
the scientific wrong of to-morrow, but 
the present rightness is none the less real. 
So the ‘surgery of the civil war period 
would be criminal malpractice now, but 
no old surgeon is or need be ashamed of 
what he did then. While there’ were: 
Many and good reasons for believing the: 
elements to be immutable ‘and none for 
disbelieving 1i—that they were not born 
and did not ‘die—doubt would have been 
absurd. When a fact along that 
disproved the theory, of course it had to 
‘be dropped, at once and. forever, but 
science had no cause.to blush,

“DETROIT, Feb. 6." The Boot and 
Shoe Last: Trust,” . which fixed, it is 
alleged, the price of’ ‘practically every 
last sold in the United States, was dis- 
solved here to-day by the Federal Gov- 
erhment. Immediately after ‘the filing 
of a civil anti-trust suit against the 
Krentler-Arnold Hinge Last’ @ompany 
and numerous other last manufacturers 
with whom it was allied by agreements, 
United Statés District Judge Arthur J. 
Tuttle eritered a decree, previously 
agreed upon, terminating license -agree- 
ments in so far as they fixed the’ price 
of unpatented lasts and dissolving a 
club through which the alleged viola- 
tion of the Sherman law was, accom- 
plished. 

The decree, 


in effect, lays down the 


broad principle that ‘it ‘is’ unlawful ‘to-}; 


tie together patented and unpatented 


articles so as to fix the price. of the 


unpatented’ commodity. Neither the 
Government’s petition nor the decree 
questions the right of a patentee to fix 
the price of a patented last. 


Defendants to the suit’ were named as

BOSTON, Feb. 7.—Arthur D. Hill, Chair- 
man of the Progressive Party Upgisla- 
‘tion Committee,’ was heard by a’ Legis- 
lative committee to-day on his-bill for the 
appointment of a committee of five by 
the Governor to investigate the extent to 
which newspapers .and periodicals are 
publishing news items in a false and niis- 
leading, manner, or intentionally. suppres- 
ing them for political purposes or other 
ulterior motives, and'‘also the advisability 
of establishing a Stdte newspaper. 

““We have’ got to form opinions on 
knowledge acquired from the. facts” we 
get from the’ newspapers,’’ he explained. 
“Tt is of the last importance that pso- 
ple should get the facts not distorted, but 
no one ‘will pretend that the press gives 
us that to-day.” 

He thought there ig no need ‘to go 
into the causes; they did not rest on 
wickedness, he believed, for in the main 
the men who ran the newspapers wished 
to do their business honestly and fairly, 
to give the news in the way they thought 
the public wanted it. 

“ But. you can’t get the facts,” said Mr. 
Hill, ‘“‘ by redding any single paper, and 
ihen they are too often destroyed by mis- 
leading headlines. This, to.a certain ex- 
tent, is due to carelessness, to a_certain 
extent to a soure it? distort thé real 
facts for some ulterior purpose,

When Ahér natural heirs joined with the 
Trustees of the church in proposed de- 
crees entered in the several courts in- 
‘valved. 

Coincident with this action the Massa- 
chiisetts House concurred this afternoon 
with tne Senate in an enabling act which, 
when signed by the Governor, will. per- 
mit. the Mother Church to accept the 
money and use it for the advancement 
ef Christian Science as directed by its 
founder. 

» Four stipulations compose th ecrees, 
which were entered simultaneously the 
State courts. of Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire and the Federal Court for the 
District of New Hampshire.. The Attor- 
neys General of tne two States join in 
the decrees, In these George W. Glover 
of Lead, S..D., and E.-J: Foster Eddy 
of Waterbury, Vt., son and adopted son 
of.Mrs. Eddy, abandon their suits for a 
share-in. the estate and renounce -their 
claims to any. port of the money left to 
the church. The Trustees on their part 
consent to the administrator of the es- 
tate paying the sum of $5,000 for. the 
nment of the sons’ contingent right 
to renew in their lifetime the copyrigats 
upe n their “mother’s published. works. 
ey further consent that the Trustees 
hoiding~the fund of $175,000 (which is the 
trust fund portion of the $290,000 settled 
on them by Mrs. Eddy in 1909 in lieuiof 
their share of the estate) shall not fur- 
ther ‘claim that their rights in that fund 
were forfeited by their action in subse- 
quent: court proceedings. 


In the contest now brotight to a close 
the plaintiffs. Glover and Foster Eddy, 


were_represented as chief of counsel by 
Former: United States Senator William E. 
Chandler of New Hampshire. 
ler, was in’ Washington to-night. His as- 
sociate counsel, Herbert Parker, former 
Attorney General of Massachusetts, said: 

“The stipulations from the viewpoint 
of the heirs finally and conclusively ter- 
minate all present litigation and pre- 
clude the possibility of further litigation 
or controversy by them with respect to 
the disposition of tne estate of the late 
Mrs. Eddy. The termination of this liti- 
gation has been brought about amicably 
and voluntarily on the part of the heirs, 
and all .parties have joined in mutual 
consent to the entry of the proposed de- 
erees in the several courts.” 

It is maintained by both parties. to the 
agreement that: no’ consideration other 
than that shown in the stipulations -in- 
fluenced the retirement of the heirs from 
a contest that has occupied-the courts 
for more than two years. 

Mrs. Eddy’s home was at Concord, N. 
H.;- but a few years before her death 
she removed to Newton, in this State, 
where shé died on Dec. 4, 1910, Her will, 
which disposed of an estate of about 

,000., left. approximately $2,000,000 
oy the First Church. of Christ Scientist 
of Boston as a trust for the advancement 
of Christian Science. The two sons ‘nad 
already been provided for a year before 
her -death, when they received $290,000 
from Mrs. Eddy in satisfaction of all 
future claims against her estate. 

In January, 1911, Glover and Foster 
Eddy attacked, the will, invoking /the 
statutes of New Hampshire and Massa- 
chusetts, which, limit bequests. -to 
churches to sums returning an ane in- 
come of not more than $5,000 and $2,000 
in the respective Siates. Soon afterward 
a friendly suit was instituted in Massa- 
chusetts, where also a copy of the will 
was filed, and eventually, through va- 
rious litigations, the question of the va- 
lidity .of the -will..reached the Supreme 
Court in both“New.
